Report of Town Library Committee. 


The past vear has been animportant one in the develop- 
ment of our Public Library. 

On the 17th of June the B. M. Smith Memorial Library 
was dedicated with appropriate exercises and presented to the 
town. Though the building has been turnished with every- 
thing need‘ul for the comfort ef its patrons, Mr. Smith con- 
tinues to feel a deep interest in its welfare and is constantly 
adding something new. 

The Library was of necessity closed to the public for sev- 
eral weeks in the sammer while the books were moved and 
putin good condition. A great many books were rebound 
and the usual number of new ones have been purchased. Sev- 
eral magazines and illustrated papers have been ordered for 
the reading room. Mrs. B. M. Smith sends ‘The Ladies’ 
Home Journal,” and Mr. C. F. Gilman contributes ‘‘Serib- 
Ther Go. 

That the Library has many friends has been shown in
